The change. in the political situation in 
the House of Commons was more marke 
to-day than on any day since the meeting 
of the present Parliament. The imminenc, 
of a full-dress debate for years past has 
attracted a House packed in every part. 
This afternoon the members’ benclics 
showed many empty spaces, while the 
Peers’ Gallery was without an occupant. 
Mr. C. F. Masterman occupied the Dis- 
tinguished Strangers’ Gallery with four 
visitors, while the public gallery was not 
filled. On the floor of the House there 
was nothing of that tense feeling of ex- 
citement that used to mark a Free Trade 
debate, and when Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald = to — pe was not a single 
cheer. . á; in fact, com. 
pletely — an air of reality. 


A Cabinet Meeting. ‘ 


A meeting of the Cabinet will be held 
on Wednesday, when a very important 
‘memorandum by Lord Balfour wil! be 
considered. This elder statesman of En... 
land has formulated what he considers the 
clear outlines of a policy for security 
against future wars. There are many 
rumours about this document, but we are 
‘unlikely to know whether they have any 
foundation; for the document is neces. 
sarily a confidential one. It is said, how. 
ever, that Lord Balfour favours an under. 

with Germany, as a safeguard 
against Russian aggression, but this may 
be only one of the rumours. Mention of 
abinet meeting reminds me of the 
difference in Downing street to former 
days. Cabinet meetings are held only 
once a week nowadays, instead of every 
day, and ‘they are unattended by fuss or 
excitement. 


| German Disarmament. 


It is expected that the report of tis 
Allied Commission on German disarma. 
ment will be presented at Paris to-morrow. 
The British Government has no knowledy- 
.of its contents.up. to the present, but to 
speak of a reconsideration of the Britis, 
position at Cologne, as suggested in sone 
quarters, as a result of the report is 
Beside the point. The whole question is 
quite clear; for, if the Germans prove 
not to have carried out their obligations 
under the Treaty of Versailles, the British 
will remain in occupation. If, on the 
other hand, the report makes it clear that 
the Germans have done all that is neces. 
sary, the British troops will be evacuated 
The charges made against Germany in 
the last Allied Note were based on an 
advance résumé of the report, but whether 
the, final version will change the situation 
it is impossible to say at the moment.
